For we cannot be
untidy all to ourselves any more than
we can be {1l tempered and not spoll
someone else's pleasure; and nothing
i{# more upsetting to already wearled
brains than the fuss and worry of
hunting for things which should be
ready to hand. The Rule of Punctil-
fousness in little things, that famous
“oller of the wheels of life,” will make
us hoth polite and punctual, as we
must be If we wonld be pleasant to
work with (Judging other people's
preferences by our own!) The Rule
of Getting-Up-In-Time (thls almost
deserves all capitals!) means, If kept,
a great deal more than our own con-
venlences, since everything we do or
leave undone 18 bound to react on our
nelghbors,

And even if we often fall to keep,
even fitfully, the golden rule which
enjoins us to love them as ourselves,
every effort we make In this direction
hrings Its own reward, here and now,
As we grow Into the habit of thinking
of people kindly we cense to be an-
noyed at their pecullaritles, and cveate
an  atmosphere of good feeling _in
which they cease fo be annoyed at
ours. We must always remember that
the bearing and forbearing is not
needed on our slde alone—as Thomas
a Kemplis sald long ago, when we find
our nelghbor difiicult fo put up with,
we may be sure thet he finds It equally
